From all over 
the country contributions are com- 
ing in to make this Memorial a real 
tribute and it is hoped that the bells 
will be dedicated on his anniversary 
February the 24th Sunday. It is 
hoped that there will be contributions 
from friends in Northfield as well as 
elsewhere to bring success to the ven- 
ture and such gifts may be sent to 
Mrs. William R. Moody of this town, 
to Mr. Hoehn, editor of the Press, or 
direct to Rev. Mr. Rice.
